The land of F re e Fia n c e is enormous in 
area. Over four times the size of E u r o ­ 
pean France, this jungle colony's frontiers 
reach in all directions. 
General 
De G au lle’s troops are every­ 
w here in strategic posts along the borders, 
alert for a G erm an attack that might come 
from any point of the compass. 
Across the wide Stanley Pool lies the 
Belg ian 
Congo, 
fabulously 
rich 
land 
of 
rubber and copper, allied with the I r* ** 
French and their allies the British, and 
like the Fren ch Congo cut off from 
its 
m other country by war. 
To the extreme south and west lies the 
little Portuguese colony of Cabinda; 
lie- 
low it the giant Angola, country of dia­ 
monds and ivory. There is uneasiness aud 
sorrow among the usually gay Portuguese, 
for they fear a German invasion of their 
beautiful Lisbon and Oporto. If invasion 
comes, they declare resolutely, they w ill 
resist with all the resources of their tiny 
country. If the almost certain defeat fol­ 
lows on tile plains of Portugal, they will 
c a rry on the w ar from their great African 
and island empire.

As each day new brave fugitives from 
all classes of French society cross th* s» 
frontiers and relate their stories, the visi­ 
tor can begin 
to see 
through

clouding the collapse of France, so incom­ 
prehensible to Americans. 


Th** causes are numerous and of infin­ 
ite complexity. The French are a highly 
intelligent and cultured people, hied whit* 
by a previous war. who had learned by 
cruel experience that 
m ilita ry combat is 
the most stupid and unprofitable of all th* 
diverse activities in the human calendar 
H ating war w ith all the enthusiasm of th* 
French, believing in the collective security 
of the le a g u e of Nations and their care­ 
fu lly arranged treaties, they were reluct­ 
ant lo think even for an instant In military 
I terms, and left their a rm y to shift for it- 
| self. The result was a long step on the 
road to disaster.

factors was an incredible lack of foresight 
by the arm y high command and a serb s 
of m ilitary blunders that culm inated on 
the battlefield in a defeat of colossal pro­ 
portions.
